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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 03 March 2004 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues (Paper #11: page 2, lines 16-29) that the 
recited detection of a screen angle of the image data refers to 
the angle at which halftone screens are placed relative to one 
another, and thus does not correspond to the Okimoto detection 
of the angle of a document page to which an image is applied. 

However, the language of the claims does not appear to 
require two (or more) halftone screens to define a mutual 
"screen angle". Also, the usage of the term "screen angle" in 
the art of record (e.g. Pellar: Abstract lines 11-12) indicates 
that this term, if not further specified, may apply to the 
orientation of a single halftone screen.
